Trying to Smoke 'Em Out! 


GOVERNOR SMITH'S POSITION 


Gov. Smith in his speech at St. Paul 


to all intent and purpose came out for 
the McNary-Haugen farm bill. He ap- 
plauded the legislative attitude of Mr. 
Lowden an dSenator Norris on farm 
relief, with the knpwledge. that both 
are sticklers for the McNary-Haugen 
' bill. He • accepted the. equalization fee 


in principle, with the qualification that 
if something better could be found he 
would substitute that. 


Before Gov. Smith went West 
he 


had made up his mind that the equali- 
zation fee would not do and so an- 
nounced himself. He knew the East 
was opposed to it. Western demonstra- 
tions have, however, been too much for 
him. By the time he had made his first 
speech, at Omaha, he was alert to the 
possibilities of taking an extreme po- 
sition on agricultural relief. The farm 
revolt was there, ready to be cap- 
italized by adroit handling. 
As he 


made his triumphal progress he grew 
bolder in his sympathetic reference to 
the McNary-Haugen bill. The roof- 
raising 
responses he got were too 


much to be resisted. So at St. Paul to 
.crown his achievement of winning the 
West, he capitulated and accepted the 
McNary-Haugen bill bag and baggage. 


The wild demonstration it received 


may have been worth it, but in our 
opinion the country on sober reflection 
will not have any more confidence in 
Gov. Smith and his capacity to solve 
the farm problem than it had in the be- 
ginning, and certainly much less in the 
East. It may even cost him New York 
state. 
The comparative ease with 


whrch he has been influenced to a 
course rejected by sound economists 
everywhere and advanced only by pol- 
iticians, raises a serious question as to 
his presidential qualities in compari- 
son with those of Mr. Hoover. 
Mr. 


Smith has made an open bid for radi- 
cal support in the West and North- 
west. It may be that he will be con- 
servative and safe in the White house, 
and that his statements and appeals 
while a candidate do not necessarily 
reflect what he would do as president. 
- On the subject of immigration in his 
St Paul speech the governor made a 
good defense to the charge that he fa- 
vors letting down the bars, and showed 
that his position is essentially the same 
as that of the Republicans and of Mr. 
Hoover. 


On waterway development1, the gov- 


ernor was in a heckling rather than a 
convincing mood. 
This part of his 


speech would have been better 
un- 


said. Although attempting to 
justify 


his preference for the all-American'1 


route through New York he can 
hardly 
fail to know that all of the 


disinterested 
engineers, 
including 


those of the war department, who 
have investigated the two projects are 
unanimously in favor of the St Law- 
rence river. Nationally, there is no dif- 
ference of opinion. He must realize, 
too, that this great project can only be 
authorized with the consent and coop- 
eration of Canada, which up to this 
time has been wholly preliminary and 
has not committed the Dominion 
to 


anything. 


His sharp criticism of the admini- 


stration for delay is unfortunate. Most 
of the hesitancy at Washington can be 
directly attributed to the provincial 
and .selfish opposition of New York 
state under the Smith aOministration 
to Ihc St Lawrence route. Moreover, 
it will be better that we have wait- 
ed a few years for Canadian assent to

Lawrence seaway if that

AVIATION IS ADVANCING 
-he recent non-stop trans-continent- 


al air race from New York to Los- 
Angeles was an admitted fizzle. It was 
supposed to be a non-stop flight, and 
every plane entering the contest stop- 
ped on the way. Only one arrived, of 
that fine fleet—the pick of the coun- 
try's aircraft—and it was disqualified 
by failure to meet the conditions.

not been doing so well lately, as far as 
races and other spectacular efforts are 
concerned.

Many 
hopes have failed of realization. 


All this, however, has been in the re- 


alm of marathon racing

tures. In the regular, .humdrum work 
of general aviation, in the carrying of 
passengers, mail and freight by air, in 
the spread of the art of flying among 
men and women of all classes, there 
has been progress. 


This progress, it should be observed, 


has been made mostly without blare of 
trumpets, and without taking abnor- 
mal or avoidable "risks. The airplane as 
a vehicle soberly doing the day's work 
in the hands of a careful and compe- 
tent pilot has proved its usefulness. 
And this is the main thing., 


ELECTION INVESTIGATION 
To preserve the lily-white and spot- 


less purity of Wisconsin politics so 
touchingly typified in the Blaine-La- 
Follette-Beck crowd, there is to be an 
investigation of expenditures in the re- 
cent primary election. After the-sane-_ 
tified purpose of an undefiled electo- 
rate has been served, the object is to 
"get" Walter J. Kohler, who in win- 
ning the nomination for governor gave 
this same anointed crowd its second 
bad beating in two years. The -Blaine- 
LaFollette-Beck triumvirate (it used 
to include Mr. Ekern), after

LEAGUE PROBES LIQUOR

ENDURANCE IN DANCING

The one exceptional couple now and then 
actually danced a few steps. It seemed foolish 
of them, but presently we saw there was method 
In their madness, for the promotor would an- 
nounce through the loud speaker that a "dona- 
tion" of $5 or $10 had been made to this plucky 
couple, and an attendant would walk out and 
hand the money to the couple. It. seemed all cufr 
and dried, though of course I don't know whether 
the "donations" were genuine or just, a scheme to 
keep the dancers at- it a while longer. There 
must have been a J2.000 "house" even at this 
dull part of the day. The so called dancers kept 
up their strolling for 45 minutes. Then their 
"trainers" or nurses or other fricndu carrial *r-em 
to rest rooms, where they remained 15 minutes, 
then another 45 minute walk around. This 
schedule kept up. some "of them for a week or 
longer. 


I have forgotten now whether the thinjr was 


stopped by the authorities or whether at last 
one couple outlasted all the rest an'l \ion the 
prize. 


AnyA-aj the thing was a degnidin-.r "peclac-lp, 


and whether it entailed any serious injury to the 
health' of the contestants or not^ it is sad to 
think that our people will take such tawdry exhi- 
bitions seriously, at least seriously enough to 
make the game worth while for the promoters. 
As a sort of salve to t>ublic indignation the ^pro- 
moters usually have a "doctor" in attendance'and 
a nurse or two. Some of the physicians who are 
willing to accent such employment have attempt- 
ed to show 'that the marathon dance is compara- 
tively harmless in the appreciable effects on the 
kidneys, on the heart, etc.. though we havr- no 
criterion for such views. Anyway, what of it? 
The thins: is no proper race or test of endurance. 
It is purely and simply a commercial asploitatlon 
of the innocence and ambition 
and grerd of a 


handful of idle young men and women. It be- 
longs In the same category with fool stunt fly- 
ing and other nitwit 'daredevil spectacles fa- 
vored by the rabble at county fairs or in badly 
managed public recreation narks.

hours to rest in one stretch, and th£n allowed to 
walit about teeter on their feet", or even dance 
occasionally, the other 18 hours, that might re-

er arid "the experience of only the 
last two or three years indicate that, 
downtown churches of 
'-'-~ future 


will be of the skyscraper type. 


The first church to adopt 
such 
a' mode of construction 
was 
the 


Firsts Methodist Episcopal Church 
of Chicago, in 1922. erected the Chi- 
cago Temple. This building is 21 
stories high and atop this th.re is a 
steeple which, rises to a total height 
from the ground of 568 feet- This 
is 12%"feet higher than the Wash- 
ington Monument. 


The church proper Is on the first 


floor, the upper floors being rented, 
as offices. The income of $800,000 a 
year mal^e this perhaps the rich- 
est church in the West. T'-o church 
was founded in 1831- the first ser- 
vices having been held at the cot- 
tage Of a blasksmith. The congre- 
gation now numbers 1800. 


The first church" of this type built 


in the east waa erected «.t Syracuse 
N. Y. This is the-Mlzpah Temple, a 
Baptist organization. AH of the up- 
per space is used as an hotel. 


New York City's first church sky- 


scraper is the Chelsea Presbyterian 
Church. It stands not far from the 
famous Flatiron Building and rises 
17 stories high. The basement is oc- 
cupied for church activities, there 
being Sunday School rooms, a gym- 
nasium, shower baths, and kitchen. 
On the main floor there arc 
two 


principal entrances. One leads into 
the church proper, designed in a 
restrained Gothic style if architec- 
ture, while other gives access to 
a hotel lobby. On the se. - 1 floor 
are the offices of the" pastor of the 
church and the offices necessary to 
conduct the church property. The 
remainder of 4he edifice is employed 
as a residential hotel with both fur- 
nished and unfurnished suit' 
for 


rent. 
PROVIDES CHURCH REVENUE 


The story of this venture Is of es- 


pecial interest. A short time ago 
this organization, like so many 
churches, found itself in 
financial 


difficulties. Instead of attempting 
the old style method of giving a 
succession of strawberry festivals, 
church suppers, amateur entertain- 
ments, and starting a mortgage-rais- 
ing drive 
for 
contributions, the 


church staked everything on 
one 


throw and, obtaining financial back- 
Ing, erected the skyscraper. Its in- 
come at present goes to the mort- 
gagee but when it is paid off the 
income will pour into the church 
coffers. 
Under the 
arrangement, 


however, the church proper has its 
rent, heat, and maintenance free. 
The hotel has an 84 year lease on 
its ground floor lobby, "dining and 
lounging rooms, and the upper Sto- 
ries. 
_ The Fifth Church of Christ Sci- 
entist, is the "only other skyscraper 
church in New 
York 
City. 
Its 


building stands near the Grand Cen- 
tral Terminal in the busiest section 
of up-town New York. In this case 
an arrangement was made with a 
building company to go into 
the 


deal, the church taking a 99 year 
lease on the building. Excepting for 
the church quarters, the edifice is 
gfllven over to offices which, in this 
district, bring a high rental. 


Other church skyscrapers 
will 


soon be added^ to the two now ex- 
isting in the metropolis. The Broad- 
way Temple, located far uptown at 
•173rd .Street, is under construction. 
It is expected to'be the most preten- 
tious of all so far, costing $5,500,000. 
This project was financed by the 
sale of bonds, John D. .Rockefeller 
having purchased 
$250,000 worth, 


commending the project.

And not to mention all the au 
thentic stories told about some of 
the players on the Athletics, it can 
be said that dozens of ball players 
will tell you now that Mickey Coch- 
rane and Jimmy Dykes are "money 
players. That 'is as far as they will 
go in public discussions. 


A'S CAN'T QUALIFY 


But one of their most illustrious 


members told the Yankees on the 
bench in New York that five of the 
Philadelphia players were not right 
money players. He mentioned.their 
names. 
And three of them were 


right at his elbows when he said it 


What has this to do. with the world 


series? 


It has plenty to do with it. 
If the Athletics 
are not money 


players their chances would be prac-

against the Cardinals or the Giants. 
They probably would 
be tough to

in themselves than' any team, that 
was in the pennant race in either 
league. They were never in a panic 
during the season and they deported

around as an annoyance. 


The Yankees were the tools of in- 


spiration in their tests against the 
Athletics if they were not the bold 
expoliters of their rival's lack of 
courage.
